TESTING COWS. 


A Good Way of Determining the Quality of 


Milk and Cream. 


Here is a good idea. 
Everybody 


must acknowledge the almost abso- 
lutely necessary milk and butter test ot 
the cows in the herd in order to weed 
out, and tell just where the dairyman 
stands relative to improving his herd. 
We know the only reason why all do 
not avail themselves of this method of 
getting at the bottom facts of their 
herds is that it requires too much 
trouble. We have not discovered any 
way for avoiding the trouble, and a 
great deal of it, too, in getting at the 
butter yield, but we do believe that 
there is a simple method of ridding 
yourself of nine-tenths of the labor of 
making tests. It is this, take all the 
milking pails that are of course made 
of heavy tin or seamless iron-clad and 
starting at the bottom mark a scale on 
the inside up to the top or brim. This 
scale must,, at every fourth of an inch 
or loss space, tell inst what the mass of 
milk weighs when reaching a given 
point in the pail. Then when the man 
finishes milking all he need do is to set 
the pail down on the iloorof the stable, 
and with a clean, neat little paddle 
pnll tho foam away from the scale, and 
set dov\ n in a book at what point the 
milk .stands. This scale could be 
maUc to indicate single pounds of 
milk, it necessaiy, and the figures 
should at tho time the pail is made 
be pressed into the tin sides. Measur- 
ing with a slick on which the scale 
is 
made 
is 
not 
so 
satisfactory, 


owing to the trouble of having to 
look up the stick when so many aro 
using it. What manufacturer of dairy 
implements will bo the first to intro- 
duce pails for milking with these figures 
and acalo stamped in the Bides? This 
would only give the amount of the 
milk yield, but, with an occasional 
churning, this record would be of the 
greatest value in determining the qual- 
ity of the cow. 


The trouble of testing cows lies in 


the act of weighing correctly and de- 
ducting the tare of the pail, and aa 
every pail has a different weight it is 
inach trouble to keep this tare correct, 
and then again it requires some little 
time to adjust the scale to the correct 
weight, even with spring scales. A 
strip of glass in the side of the pail 
with a scale cut on it .would show the 
weight of milk from the outside, but 
this glass is too readily broken to make 
it a practical implement for the_ stable. 
The scale should be pressed into the 
tin so it could not be rubbed off in 
scouring the pail. 
A little practice 


with such a pail, we think, would do 
away with all the present objection to 
testing cows in the legular work of the 
dairy.^ 
All that would be necessary 


would be a small slate and pencil hung 
up behfnd each cow, or one large one 
at tho receiving can, and the record 
conld be made correctly in a jiffy by 
even the most careless and indifferent 
hands —American Dairyman.

Ribbon bows have superseded almost 


universally any other trimming on tur- 
bans. An occasional model is brought 
out with two or more birds' wings set 
in tbe midst oi the bow; but fancy 
feathers have had thoir day for the 
present, while the growing disfavor of 
the sacrifice of birds for dress ornamen- 
tation is banishing wings, heads and 
small birds from millinery. How long 
this merciful protest against the mnr- 
der of the innocents to minister to 
woman's vanity may stir the bosom of 
fashion we can not tell, but for the 
moment my lady is more than willing 
to compromise on ribbon bo WB. A very 
beautiful turban with the shelvi&g, 
melon-shaped crown, made of alternate 
folds of brown gros-grain ribbon and 
bands of ecru, broad, rough braid run- 
ning from the front to tfee back, has 
the brim overlaid with a puff of brown 
velvet, and a montcra in front of 
brown velvet and ecru faille-Francaise 
ribbon; and a turban of navy-blue 
Milan braid, with the brim smoothly 
faced with bine velvet, is made to 
match a costume in a monture of a 
drapery bow of satin broohe in blue 
and old gold, set with several upright 
loops oi poppy-red 
faille-Francaisa 


ribbon. 


Bows of mixed colors also trim the 


more pronounced dress-hats. 
A model 


in memory, of broad, rough braid in 
sphynx-gray, navy-blue and poppy red, 
has the brim faced with navy-bine vel- 
vet, 
and garland-like^ bows of gray, 


blue and red climbing from the back 
over the left side of the crown. 
It 


will be observed in the trimming of 
this, hat that theie is nothing around 
the crown; absonce of the usual crown 
trimming is a caprice of the moment. 
Flowers and lace, or flowers veiled 
with silk tnlle, crepe hsse, or pomt- 
d'esprit net or gauze, vary ribbon bows 
as the objective garniture on hats. 
Among the most tasteful of the sum- 
mer hats aro those with the crown of 
black Milan braid, and the brim of 
rough straw braid; the brim faced with 
black velvet, a cluster of red silk or 
velvet poppies poaed at the left side, 
or at the left of the front, veiled with 
black tulle or point-d'esprit net, this 
trimming held in place by several 
small, tight bows of No. 12 black 
velvet ribbon. A caprice of the mo- 
ment is oxpressod also in white flowers. 
They are much used in the trimming 
ot bonnets, and very colored flowers 
as trimming for hats; clusters of white 
lilac, elder, hawthorn, spirea, or some 
other small-pctalled flowers being tha 
addendum to the ribbon bows, or set 
in I he midst of the tuft of feathsrs 
which is posed against the crown.—

. Vetoed. 


WACO, Tex., Aug. 12.—The venerable 


Mrs. Maria Walker, of this city, the 
mother of Judge J. C. Walker and the 
surviving widow of J. II. Walker, a sol- 
dier who served in the war of the revolu- 
tion, has been awarded $2,500 back-pay 
on her pension, covering the period from 
1800 to 1870, as the widow of a revolu- 
tionary soldier. Mrs. Walker drew a 
pension of eight dollars 
monthly for 


many years preceding I860. At that 
time, 
on 
accocnt 
of 
her avowed 


sympathy 
lor 
the 
Southern 


cause, 
the 
pension, 
with 
many 


others, was cut off. In 1879 her name 
was re-enrolled, and she has drawn the 
amount quarterly since. 
In order, how- 


ever, to obtain the back-pay covering the 
years from 1860 to 1879, she was required 
to take oath that she had not aided, 
abetted or sympathized with the South- 
ern Confederacy. She declined to do 
this till through the efforts of Mr. K. H. 
Kingsbury, Jr., of

city, with 


the 
co-operation 
of 
Congressmen 


Mills 
and 
Throckmorton, 
a pri- 


vate bill was prepared and introduced in 
Congress. The bill passed in July last, 
and Mrs. Walker's back pension, amount- 
ing to $2,600, ia now awaiting her at the 
Knoxvllle agency. 
So far as at present 


known, Mrs. Walker is the only widow 
of a soldier ol the Revolution now living 
in the South. She is very old and re- 
ceives the tenderest care and most loving 
attention at the hands of her devoted 
son and daughter. The restoration of 
her name to the pension roll was a mat- 
ter of simple justice.

The New County "Buildlnc. 


The plans for the new »10,00aflre-proof 


building to be erected on the south half 
of the county jail lot, corner Sooth Water 
and Wood streets, are on file at Olerk 
Hardy's office. They were drawn by the 
architect, M. G. Patterson. The building 
is to be 40 feet wide and 60 feet long, and 
will be put in the lot with the frontage of 
60 feet fronting north, entrance through 
the lot on the Water street side. The 
building will be so placed that in case 
the county ever builds a court house on 
the cornet the 810,000 structure can be- 
come a part of it without extra expense. 
It will be a one story structure with a 
good basement containing rooms that 
oan bo used by the surveyor find for other 
pnrpopea. Above there will be five large 
rooms, the two at the tffett end to bo used 
bj the county clerk, and the two at the 
oust and for the circuit clorlc. There is 
no connection between the two ottijes 
except thiough the double entrance at 
tha north front. In the middle of the 
building on the south side is u large room 
to be used by the County Judge. All the 
rooms are to hava water and olhsr con- 
veniences Bud will be supplied with desks 
ot proper style. The building will be 
constructed of stone, bnok and irnu and 
will have s slate roof. The clerks will 
have a plenaant and retired place to pei- 
furm their responsible duties, and the 
records ot the oonnty will be preserved 
from possible damage by fire. The old 
circuit court room will not be abandoned 
for the present,

"In Chicat'O the soil is so soft and unstable 
that the heavier buildings have sunk down 
into the mud, forcing the streets up in front 
of them A remarkable man named Pullman 
to engaged in lifting the houses up, and it 
S said tlat but for his ingenuity some of the 
tartest structures would, in time, have to be 
abandoned on account of their sinking so far 
into the earth." 


This Englishman must have visited Chicago 


during a muddy season, and he must also

With apiece of charcoal i made my first 
drawings on wi lipping paper, and that Urst 
design wan, gem-rally, the one that wa-i alter- 
ward adopted."

made young Pullman a millionaire and the 
monarch ot a magic city. 


Pullman's flint patent was issued in 1*4, 


alter his return Irom tbe west. Us exhibited 
his invention to a number of wealthy men m 
this and other cities, but, strange to &ay, 110110 
of them bad taith enough in it to invest 
money therein. What golden opportunities 
were then missed I But Pullman had faith m 
bis own idea, even if ho had no money. He 
had pluck, too, and in IMS he managed to 
build a car after his designs. He did much 
of the work himself, run in debt for mate- 
rials, borrowed money here and there, and 
called upon relations for assistance. 
But 


when the car was finished he did not know 
what to do with it. He want from railroad 
office to railroad office, endeavoring to make 
arrangements for its use No manager want- 
ed it 
Not one of them could see what ad- 


Tuntage there was to be had from pulling 
ihat heavy coach over his tracks.

real beginning was long ago. 
It was away 


back in IsTi'J.and away out on the slopes of 
Pike's peak, in Colorado. There was a min- 
ing camp, and among tho minors a young 
man about 'i» years ot age 
As his compan- 


ions gathered around the flru one evening to 
talk ot tho homes they had left behind and of 
their prospects, of getting rich in the dig- 
gings, this young man modestly said that he 
expected to Ijo wealthy somo day, though it 
was not in gold hunting that he boped to win 
the favor ot the fickle goddess. 


"How 
then!" inquired one of the listeners. 


'•In this," replied the young man, bringing 


from his trunk a piece of wrapping paper on 
which he bad drawn with a piece of charcoal 
from the, camp flru a strange design. This 
was the first design ot the sleeping car, and 
this young man wns George M. Pullman. 
He 


was a mechanic—a carpenter and cabinet- 
maker—who hud learned his trade in hia 
father's shop at Albion, N. Y. Before ha 
was oC age. his father died, leaving u family 
in his care. Ho met the responsibility will 
courage. Four years ho spent raising build 
ings along the line of tho Erie canal under 
contract with New York state, and in 1859 
when 2S years of age, he removed to Chicago 
Hero he entered upon the work, then jus 
begun, of bringing tho city up to a new 
grade by raising all of the buildings. As a 
house raiser Mr. Pullman was as much of a 
success as Iw lias since proved himself in th 
capacity of city builder. It was he who car 
vied on tho marvelous operations wbich raised

hoiino, Mattison house, th

"It was at this stage of his struggle," says a 


friend of Pullman's, "that ho felt most bitter. 
W ith every dollar he had on earth invested 
in that car, which also represented years of 
labor, he could not understand why railway 
managers would not give him a chance to 
demonstrate the value of his invention. He 
did not lose any faith in the fortune of his car, 
but ho did resolve that tho railroads which 
then turned such a deaf ear to his entreaties 
should, in time, make ample amends for their 
coldness. Had railway managers tlien been 
more enterprising and liberal they would 
have found easier terms to meet when at 
length Pullman's car became a necessity." 


But Pullman was nf^then to be cheated of 


the truit ol his ingenuity and courage. 
The 


railroads did not want his cat, but he was 
determined that they should take It. So ho 
made an arrangement with the Chicago and 
Alton company by which he was to pay 
mileage for tho hauling of his car between 
Chicago and St Louis. The car was attached 
to an express tram in tho old West Side 
station. 
Pullman's brother, 
Albert, was 


aboard it mi conductor and porter, and Pull- 
man himself stood in tho waiting room, near 
the ticket office and solicited passengers.

chased tickets for Bt. Louis or farther points, 
"my now sleepii ig car is going out on this ti ain. 
I can give you a berth in which you may sleep 
comfortably from here to St. Louis, and the 
charge is only 83.
